The Treasurer of the United States, has been requested by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
to cause to be transferred to your Mint all the two cent bronze pieces and old copper cents not 
required for disbursement in the several sub-treasury officers upon receipt of which you will 
utilize the same in the coinage of the one cent bronze pieces above authorized.
